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Blaine and Belmont Wax Very 
Wroth—A Fight Imminent. 


Anti-Ohinese Convention Adopt Aggres- 


sive Measures—Lynching—The Train 
Robbers. 


Associated Press Dispatches.) 


Wasuincton, D. C., April 28.— 
Blaine's testimony before the House 
Committee on Foreign Affairs to-day 
was of no special interest in itself, as 
the time was almost entirely taken up 
in quarreling with Belmont. Blaine 
accused Belmont of misquoting him. 
An angry dispute ensued, both men 
rising and pounding the table with 
their fists. Belmont said Blaine was a 
coward ani a bully, and intimated 
his intention of settling with him. in 
private, while Blaine branded Belmont 
as an insolent boy. The affair creates 
considerable sensation. Some say a 
fight will follow but that is generally 
disbelieved. 

CONGRESS ON THE APACHE. 


The House resolution was adopted 
reciting the recent Apache outbreak 
in Arizona, and calling on the Secre. 
tary of War for information as to the 
number of United States soldiers now 
in the Territory, and whether the mili- 
tary force now stationed there is suffi- 
cient to grant full protection to the 
people, and also whether any legisla- 
tion is necessary for the prompt and 
efficient security of the people against 
the destruction of life and property by 


. hostile Indians. 


THE-CHINESE BILL. 

In the Senate the Political Disability 
bill went over, and the Chinese bil! 
was resumed, the question being upon 
concurring in the amendment striking 
out the Fifteenth Section which con- 
strues Chinese laborers” to mean both 
“skilled und unskilled” After Mor- 
gan and Call had finished speaking on 
the Chinese bill Pendleton maintained 
that it is the duty of Congress to put 
its interpretation of the word “labor- 
ers” in this bill, not only as a guidance 
for the officers who have to exeonte, 
also in the interest of the Chinese and 
all parties concerned. Edmunds re- 
marked that ultimately the, Chinese 
would have to decide the question and 
it would be just as difficult to deter- 
mine the meaning of the words skilled 
and unskilled as of the word laborers. 
Pendleton reiterated his argument and 
then proceeded to speak in favor of 
the bill on general grounds.

Sr. Paul., Min., April 28.—At an 
early hour this morning a party of 
masked men tvok Frank Warner, a 
tramp aged 26 yeurs, from jail, and 
lynched him. Warner was arrested 
on a charge of ravishing and brutally 
mutilating a little four year old ygi:l. 
Before being hung he confessed the 
crime. 


Avenging a Murder. 

Fatrview, Ky., April 28.—At a log 
rolling here last Saturday, in a row, 
Bradford Courts, a young rough, kili- 
ed James Smith and escaped. A posse 
of citizens followed him to Court's 
house, where they found a large quan- 
tity of stolen goods. Courts and his 
brother William, who was also in the 
row, were taken to jail at Brookville. 
Last night a mob took them out and 
hung them. 

iCaught by Blood Hounds. 

Litti.£ Rock, April 28.—A Dallas 
special gives the particulars of the up- 
ture of the men who robbed the Texas 
Pacific train at Ranger station. The 
robbers were tracked by blood hounds 
into a canon near the Brazos river. A 
hot fight ensued, in which one of the 
robbers was killed, when his tayo com- 

ions surrendered. More of the rob- 
rs are at large with the Rangers in 
pursuit. 
Where is Tucson’s Skeleton? 

Fortress Monroe, April 28.—The 
President and Cabinet had a brilliant 
reception here to-day by the sea and 
land forces. The North-German school 
ship Louise, from Havana, participated. 


Denouncing the Veto. 

Sr. Lovis, Mo., April 28.—A large 
meeting was held at Lucas Market 
place to-night by Workingmen to ex- 
press their sentiments on the Chinese 
question. Speeches were made by H. 
W. Williams, a prominent Greenbacker 
of this State, Richard Travelick, of De- 
troit, and Richard P. Parsons, of 
Chicago, the general tenor of which 
was against Chiuvse cheap labor and 
Chinese immigration. Resolutious 
were adopted denouncing President 
Arthur for vetoing the Chinese bill, 
and characterizing his reasons for 
doing so as hypocritical. 

Execution of Dr. Lamson. 

Lonvon, April 28.— Dr. Lamson was 
hanged at nine o’clock this morning. 
He was calm and composed. The drop 
was nine feet. Death was instanta 
neous. He confessed his guilt and 
attributed bis crime to mental derange- 
ment. He poisoned Perey John, but 
denies that he was concerned in the 
death of Herbert John. 

Aggressive Measures. 

San Francisco, April 28.—The An- 
ti-Chinese Convention last night adopt- 
ed a plan of action, which includes a 
scheme to divide the Pacific Coast into 
districts, which shall be notified to re- 
move the Chinese within a specified 
time Failing in such action the dis- 
trict is to be proclaimed dangerous, 
and peaceably-disposed citizens warn- 
ed to abandon it; and if the Chinese 
are still harbored in the district the 
League is to remove them by force, 
using as little force as necessary, until 
the country is rid of them. The con- 
vention then electei an Executive 
Committee and adjourned sine die.

Story of a Les Angelenyos Adven- 
ture with the Kuight. 


(Concluded from yesterday.) 

When he had got his basket he pass- 
ed around forward and saw that Hicks, 
the scond mate, and the Portugee were 
sitting on the starboard chain and the 
Irishman on the windlass, and he was 
‘somewhat surprised to sce the second 
mate chumming in with the crew; but 
still thought no wrong, as the mate was 
smoking his pipe a little apart from 
the other two, and was not talking with 
them. In fact as he came around the 
talk stopped altogether and before it 
could begin again the mate sung out 
eight bells and came forward to set the 
anchor watch, after which all hands 
except the watch went below. 

The next morning at daylight the 
anchor was shove short, the fore and 
main braces hoisted, jib and topsail 
loosed, and breakfast served. After 
breakfast the pilot came on board, the 
anchor was hauled in, the jib set and 
the Kute Field once moze pointed her 
nose seaward. 

At about nine o'clock the pilot left 
and the return. was fairly commenced. 
At abaut the same time “Tige” began 


Hicks or the second mate came near 
him he would growl and snap at them 
as though he had never seen them be- 
fore, and they, of course, gave him all 
It was noticed, 
too, by the steward that when the sec- 
ond mates watch was on deck that he 
and the Portugee held a good many 
short conversations together, and in the

The third night out we had made 
about half the run. It was a clear, 
bright night, and the ship was making 
about five knots an hour; at eight 
bells, or twelve o'clock, the watch was 
changed, the starboard or Captain’s 
watch going below and the larboard or 
port wa ch, as it is new called, headed 
by the first mate, went on deck. 
About half an hour after the watch 
was changed the steward thought, as 
he had been unable to sleep any that 
night, that he would go on deck for a 
while. As he was dressing he heard 
the second mate’s room door open and 
the mate come out without his boots, 
and through the window of his room 
he saw Hicks, who was at the wheel, 
put the spoke in the becket and come 
towards the cabin door; in a moment 
the looks and words he had seen and 
heard flashed through his mind. They 
were going to mutiny, kill the officers 
and take charge of the schooner. 
A man thinks fast under such cireum- 
ances. He knew there was not a wea- 
pon of any kind in the cabin. The 
best thing that he had was a porpoise 
jawbone. The heavy signal lantern, 
that would have made a good club, 
wus missing, under the bowsprit. He 
suw the whole thing as plain as it was 
explained afterward. The mate had 
the bad habit.of going to slecp in his 
watch. The two men forward were to 
stun him with a hand spike, then at- 
tack the sailor in the forecastle. Hicks 
und the second m.te were to attend to 
the stewaid and captain, killing them 
while asleep, and when the schooner 
was their own, they would scuttle her 
take the boat and land in some lagoons 
that emptied into the bay of Mexico, 
each take his share of the money and 
make his own way as best he could to 
New Orleans aud lose himself in the 
crowd. 
Not more than three minutes were 
taken with these thoughts and three 
more settled his line of action. 
Physically he was no match for his 
opponent, and he had not the slightest 
hope of saving his life. The only 
thing was to sell it as. dearly as possi- 
ble. The only weapon was the por- 
poise jawbone with its two rows of 
sharp teeth. His plan was to stand by 
the side of the door, and as the man 
came in, strike him with all his force 
across his eyes to blind him if pos- 
sible, then grasp him by the throat, 
with both hands, and hang on in spite 
of all his opponent could do, tilt his 
strength failed or the man gave up.

THE ANTI-CHINESE BILL PASSED THE 
SENATE. 


As we have predicted from the day 
the President vetoed the first anti-Chi- 
nese bill, Congress has given us a bill 
in every respect as good as the one the 
President objected to. And the Senate 
has passed it by the handsome vote of 
thirty-two to fifteen. This is gratify- 
ing, not only because it sustains our 
predictions, but because it has given 
renewed opportunity to our Senators 
and Representatives to remove any sur- 
mise of their opposition to the great 
interests of the people of the Pacific, 
and also given the President an oppor- 
tunity to prove he is not averse to giv- 
ing atrial tothe policy of excluding 
Chinese immigrants. It is gratifying 
to note that the important clauses in 
the bill prohibiting Chiuese natural- 
ization and defining Chinese laborers 
are retained. 

We haye before expressed our belief 
that the President will sign the new 
bill, and surmised that the Republican 
Senators and Representatives who have 
labored so manfully in the cause of 
the people, had assurances from the 
Cabinet that a bill with the ten year's 
limit, would be favorably met by the 
President. So we have no anxicty 
while we wait to know what fate the 
bill will meet when it reaches the Pres- 
ident. We have not the least doubt but 
he will sign it, and the long anxiety of 
the public will be laid to rest, and the 
people will be assured that the adminis- 
tration and the party sustaining it are, 
as they always have been, the un- 
changeable friends of the people, and 
the whole people. 


‘FOOD CROPS. 


Again we urge upon our producers 
the need of the cultivation of food 
crops. So extensive is our market that 
our present production is not equal to 
the demand, and daily large orders go 
abroad for butter, eggs, potatoes, cab- 
bage and other produce that we can 
and should raise here in unlimited 
quantities. That we do not supply the 
demand is a singular fact and one to 
be regretted, as we have the soil and 
climate, and hundreds of people, who 
need the money that is now being ship- 
ped from us in large sums. Cabbages, 
potatoes and butter continue to be im- 
ported by the ton. And the demand 
for food will continue and increase. 
Let those who wish to make money put 
themselves in the way of this stream 
of wealth.

A LEAF OF OUR EARLY HISTORY. 


A recurrence to past history is occa- 
sionally profitable, and always of inter- 
est. We regret we have no statistics 
of last year’s production, so that the 
immense stride forward we have taken 
can be precisely known. To those 
who have been eye-witnesses to our 
immense shipments, it will not be 
necessary to produce figures to have 
them realize that we have grown 
largely. The tnfling shipments of a 
few years ago are but a thimble-full 
to those of to-day, and this year's yield 
is but a drop in the bucket to what 
we shall have ten years hence. 

We give a brief allusion to the pro- 
ductions and producers of a few years 
ago: 

“In 1850 all the oranges were from 
the Mission orchard of San Gabriel, 
and the gardens of Louis Vignes and 
William Wolfskill. June 7, 1851, Mr. 
Vignes offered for sale his “desirable 
property, El Alizo”’—so called from 
the superb sycamore tree, many cea- 
turies old, that shaded his cellars. He 
SAYS: “There are two orange gardens 
that yield from five to six thousand 
oranges in the season.” It is credibly 
stated that he was the first to plant the 
orange in-thie city, bringing young 
trees from San Gabriel, in the year 
1834. He had 400 peach trees, 
together with apricots, pear, apple, fi 
and walnut, and adds: »The . 
with 40, 000 vines, 32,000 now bearing 
grapes, and will yie Md 1 ,000 barrels of 
wine per annum, the quality of | which 
is well known to be superior.“ Don 
Louis came to Los Angeles, by way of 
the Sandwich Islands, in 1831—he was 
a native of France. One orange culti- 
vator added aftcr another, January Ist, 
1876, there were in this county 36,700 
bearifg orange trees, and 6,900 bearing 
lime and lemon trees. The Sttpment 
of this fruit grew rapidly into a regu- 
lar business. In 1851 there were 104 
vineyards, exclusive of San Gabriel— 
all but 20 within the limits of the city. 
The San Gabriel vineyard, neglected 
since 1844, was now in decay. In 8 co 
ish and Mexican times, it had 
called mother vineyard,” from the fact 
that it supplied all the original cut- 
tings; it is suid to have once had 50,000 
vines. In 1875, the grape vines of this 
county were 4,500,000. 

In 1851 grapes, in™crates or boxes, 
brought 20 cents per pound at San 
Francisco, and 80 cents at Stockton. 
Through 1852 the price was the same. 
This shipment continued several years, 
in general with profit. Very little 
wine was then shipped; in 1851, not 
over a thousand gallons. Soon the 
northern counties began to forestall 
the market with grapes nearly as good 
as ourown. Gradually the manufac- 
ture of wine was established. Wolf- 
skill indeed had, at an early date, 
shipped a little wine, but his aim was 
to turn his grapes into brandy. Louis 
Wilhart, in 1849 and 1850, made white 
wine considered, in flavor and quality, 
next to that of Vignes, who could pro- 
duce from his cellars a brand rhaps 
unexcelled through the a He 
had some in 1857 then over 20 years 
old—perhaps the same the army rel- 
ished so well in 1847—as before inti- 
mated. Among the first manufactur- 
ers for the general market was.Yincent 
Hoover, with his father, Dr. Juan 
Leonce Hoover, first at the “Clayton 
Vineyard,” which, owing to its sit- 
uation on the bench, produced a 
superior grape; then from the vineyard 
known as t iat of Don Jose Serrano. 
Some of the vines in this last named 
are stated to be 95 years old. This was 
from 1850 to about 1855. The culti- 
vation of the grape, too, about this 
time, took a new impulse. At San Ga- 
briel, Wm. M. Stockton, in 1855, had 
an extensive nursery of grape vines and 
choice fruit trees. Dr. Hoover was an 
emigrant of 1849, by the Salt Lake 
route. He died October 8th, 1882, 
after a somewhat eventful fife. Hewas 
boru February 11, 1792, in Canton Ar- 
gau, Switzerland; graduated asa phy- 
sician at Lyons, France; was surgeon 
in the army of Napoleon, and was at 
the burning of Moscow. Mrs. Eve 
Hoover, his wife, died Septem- 
ber 11, 1853, at the age of 
forty-one, a lady held in high esteem, 
and at whose death by an accident, 
the whole community was deeply af- 
fected. Joseph Huber, senior, came 
to Los Angeles for health from 
Kentucky. In the year 1855, he enter- 
ed successfully into wine-making at 
the ‘Foster Vineyard.’ He died aged 
54 years, July 7, 1866; leaving a wid- 
ow and six children, who resided at 
Los Angeles. Louis Wilhart died No- 
vember 6, 1871. April 14, 1855, Jean 
Louis Sansevaine purchased the vine- 
yard, property, cellars, ete, of his 
uncle, Louis Vignes,for $42 000 (by the 
by the first land sale within the city). J 
Mr. Sansevaine had resided here since 
1853. In 1855 he shipped his first wine 
to San Francisco. In 1856 he made the 
first shipment from this county to New 
York, thereby becoming the pioneer of 
this business. Mr. Matthew Keller 


says: “According to the books of 
the great forwarding house of 
P. Banning at San Pedro, the 


amount shipped to San Francisco, in 
1857, was 21,060 boxes of grapes, av- 
eraging 45 pounds each, and 250,000 
gallons of wine.” In 1855 Los Ange- 
les yielded only 7,200 cases of wine; in 
1860 it had increased to 66,000 cases. 
In 1861 shipments of wine were made 
to New York and Boston by Benj. D. 
Wilson and J. L. Sansevaine; they are 
the fathers of the wine interest. Sunny 
Slope, unexcelled for its vintage—and 
the orange, almond, and walnut—was 
commenced by L. J. Rose in January, 
1861. December, 1859, the wine 
producers were: Matthew Keller, 
Sansevaine Brothers, Frohling & Co., 
B. D. Wilson, Stevens & Bell, Dr. 
Parrott, Dr. Thos. J. White, Laborie, 
Messer, Barnhardt, Delong, Santa Ana 
recinct. Henry Dalton, P. Serres, 
oseph Huber Sr., Ricardo Vejar, Bar- 
rows, Ballerino, Dr. Hoover, Louis 
Wilhart, Trabuc, Clement, Jose Ser- 
rano. The total manufacture of vine 
was about 250,000 gallons; in 1875, 
1,328,900 gallons, according to the offi- 
cial report of the County Assessor, 
January 1, 1876.”

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LAST NIGHT'S Di DISPATCHES 


The Auti-Chinese Bi Bill Passes the 
Senate by a Vote of 22 to 15. 


All Amendments to the Chinese Bill were 
Rejected—A Tramp Dies on the Desert— 
Arizona News. 


Associated Press Dispatches.| 


Wasuixeton Crry, April 28.—The 
Senate after-voting down a number of 
amendments, passed the Anti-Chinese 
bill at 4:25, substantially as it came 
from the House—yeas 22, nays 15. The 
section prohibiting Chinese naturaliza- 
tion and defining Chinese laborers, are 
retained. 


ALL AMENDMENTS REJECTED. 


The Senate by a vote of 25 against 
20 refused to strike out the fifteenth 
section defining Chinese laborers. The 
Senate then voted 25 against 17 to re- 
ject Edmunds’ substitute for the fif- 
teenth section, so the section stands 
just as it came from the House. Ed- 
munds then offered the following as a 
substitute to the fourteenth section: 
“Nothing in this Act contained shall 
be construed to change the naturaliza- 
tion laws so as to admit Chinese per- 
sons to citizenship.” Rejected, 24 
against 15. 

POLLING THE VOTE. 

The Senate vote on the Chinese bill 
was as follows: Yeas—Beck, Butler,

FROM THE INDIAN COUNTRY. 


Gathering up the Deag and giving 
them Burial. 


Lonbpsnund, N. M., April 27.--A 
courier arrived this evening from Guth- 
rie ranch on the Gila. He brings dis- 
patches from Newton, of Silver City, 
who with a portion of the party sent 
out from the latter place to bring in 
the body of John P. Risque, remained 
at Guthrie. They are to the effect that 
u large body of Indians are now on the 
Gila destroying every thing left on the 
raid through that section on Friday 
and Saturday last. Newton and a large 
party are strongly fortified and are 
hourly expecting an attack. They sent 
here for a supply of arms and ammu- 


tion, but none are available. 
The despatches are dated 10 a. 
n. to-day. Sam Eckles Magruder, 


who was with Risque when he was 
killed, but who escaped, and a party 
have arrived at Silver City with the 
body. Risque was shot through the 
jaw and his head mashed with rocks. 
The body of Capi. Slawson was too 
badly mutilated to be removed to Sil- 
ver City, and was buried where found. 
The Silver City arty report having 
buried thirty bodies, making a total 
of over fifty bodies buried on the Gila 
and Ctifton during the past week. It 
is reported upon reliable authority that 
in the fight of Sunday last between the 
Indians and Forsythe’s command,there 
we e but thirty-five Indians. For sythe’ ä 


sythe alleges that he could not follow. 
the Indians with his cavalry, but fails 
to say anything about his Indian 
scouts who were on foot. The fact is 
cowardice cannot avail much against 
Indians in any country. Furthermore, 
Forsythe at one time had the Indians 
surrounded in the open country, be- 
tween Doubtful and Horse Shoe Can- 
yons, yet allowed them to escape after 
a brief skirmish, in which, by his own 
report, his loss was three times greater 
than that of the Indians. The inefti- 
ciency of the military grows very 
monotonous.
